_ After 265 Years 


Justice has seldom crawled so 
lortoise-slow as it has done for 
Goody Ann Pudeator. 
taken just two hundred and 
sixty-fice years to catch up on 
her. 

Nicknamed “The Hag of Hell” 
Mother Pudeator was tried and 
eonvicted of witchcraft and 
hanged, to. the delight of the 
men, women, and children of 


‘the New England village of 


Salem, Massachusetts. 


That was in 1692, when a 
strange and horrible phenomen- 
on transformed the peaceful life 
ef the colonial, village and turned 
decent, kindly folk into fear- 
eraze? fiends. Before the out- 
break ended nineteen victims 
had been publicly hanged and 
@ne pressed to death for refus- 
ing to plead. 

Terror stalked throughout the 
willage in that year of horror, 
for no man or woman was im- 
mune from the pointing finger 
@f the accuser. And it was so 
@asy to accuse — so hard to 
oP innocence. For Jonathan 

in, grim, ignorant and su- 
tious, it was almost enough 

t the poor trembling wretch 
before him had been accused at 
all. (You can still see the little 


‘eourt-house.) 


But why should a God-fear- 
ing, Puritan community of quiet 
and sober habits suddenly be- 
@ome convulsed by fear of wit- 

and of the presence among 
them of their master the Devil? 

You might as well ask why 
influenza epidemics occur. Hys- 
teria, that strangé, uncanpy con- 


’ fagious mental disorder, strikes 


as mysteriously as any virus di- 
#ease, 
There were ten nice young 
ls in Salem in 1692. They went 
meeting on Sundays. They 


‘knew their Bibles backwards. 


They feared God and they feared 
the Devil. They were typical of 
the Puritan children of New 
England. But, for a spell at least, 
they were very different from 
@ther children. 

Their first victim was a guile- 
less old Negro who was servant 
to the village pastor. Old Tibula 
Was a popular character a de- 
eent, friendly man, faithful to 
his master and pious and sober 
fm his ways. 

But those virtues did not save 
him when ten piping voices ac- 
@used him of bewitching their 
@wners. 

Very scon after the accusa- 
tlon of Tibula, the same nice 

ttle girls claimed to have been 

itched also by two old wo- 
men. Both strenuously denied 
the charges, but were fiercely 
interrogated and brought to 
trial. 

Now began a_ fantastic land- 
glide of reason. The whole vil- 
lage was seized with witch-hunt 
mania. The first accusations had 
been made in May. By August

Devil. 

In the case of Mother Pude- 
ator the charges were excep- 
tionally horrible. She was ac- 
cused of the most vile crimes, 
and before her hanging had be- 
comes known fat and wide as 
Salem's Hag of. Hell.

‘though half the people of Salem 


were either addicted to witch- 
craft or the victims of it, the 
governor of Massachusetts de- 
cided that it was time to take 
Official action. In May, 1693, he 
ordered the release from Salem’s 
overcrowded lock-up of no few- 
er than four hundred prisoners, 
all held on charges of witch- 
craft. 


This firm action had the im- 
mediate ‘effect of curing the 
people of Salem of their tempor- 
ary insanity. As mysteriously as 
Satan had got to work in the 


‘little town, he departed. 


And so the years rolled on. 
Then, not so long ago, & film di- 
rector decided to make a film. 
His subject was the witch-hunt 
mania of old Salem. Its central 
character, Goody Ann Pudeator. 


One day, Senator Leverett 
Saltonstall of Massachusetts 
happened to see the film, “Satan 
in Salem.” It made a very deep 
impression on him. 


The Senator arranged for his 
fellow legislators to see the film 
and then said: “What we ought 
to do is to have a re-trial in the 
light of modern knowledge. and 
on the known facts of the case.” 


At first this seemed a some- 
what crazy idea, but it took root 
and, early this year, the legisla- 
tors of Massachusetts solemnly 
re-tried in her unavoidable ab- 
sence) Goody Ann Pudeator on 


* charges of witchcraft, and duly 


found her not guilty. 


Then the Senator drafted a 
bill declaring Goody Ann, Pude- 
ator w sly convicted of witch- 
craft. He brought his bil! he- 
fore the Massachusetts State 
Legislature and it was passed 
without opposition and to loud 
cheers, , 


But lawyers pondering this 
bill began to have doubts about 
its validity. The State had the 
necessary power, it was con- 
ceded, to legislate upon domestic 
matters not reserved for Wash- 
ington. But could it undo by 
law acts done before there was 
any such thing as a State of 
Massachusetts? For at the time 
of the Salem witch-hunt, Mas- 
sachusetts*was a British colony. 

So now Senator Saltonstall is 
going to take the case to the 
United Nations General Assem~ 
bly. Before long, it seems, the 
cruel injustice done to Goody 
Ann Pudeator will be hauled 
out for inspection before the 
eyes of the modern world.

“Not many made it up 
here without minor league ex- 
perience.” 

“Well, I wanted to go to-the 
minors when I first came to the 
Giants,” said Ott, now a play- 
by-play broadcaster for the De- 
troit Tigers. “In the beginning, 
I had no idea I'd stay right there 
with the Giants until I retired. 
Of course, I didn’t know what 
Mr. McGraw (manager of the 
Giants) had planned for me.”

“Too many to remember,” Mel 
said, smiling. “It was a wonder- 
ful life. I loved every minute of 
every inning of every ball 
game.

Are Such Fun 


Phere comes a time every 
Summer when the ducks start 
aming, and I think I’ve fig- 
ured out what goes on. While 
the hen ducks are on their nests, 
which with mallards are always 


some distance from the water, ; 


the drakes keep lonely vigil in 
the pond, and do a lot of talk- 
ing among themselves. They no 
doubt brag some, and I think 
they outline things they would 
do if they were single and could 
get away. 

They begin to moult their 
spring foliage and sprout more 
somber suitings for the fall trade. 
Their small quacks seem to be 
lining up some sé¢cret .venture 


when they get looking decent. 


again—which they may justify 
as a reward fo their hens for 
the long weeks spent gazing at 
the narrow scenery around the 
hidden nests. 


_ _ The debut of a clutch of mal-¥ 
lard ducklings is an orderly and - 


magnificent event. The eggs pip 
and the babies come out, and 
presently the old lady moves off 
the nest and stands akimbo to 
one side. The little ones, usually 
eight or nine, move over under 
her. and the first night is spent 
in a frenzy of excitement. 

The little ones peep. and push, 
and dispute among themselves, 
and the old hen stands faith- 
ful watch lest something hap- 
pen. Any movement within miles 
such as slamming a milk-room 
door or yanking the cover off 
a jar of peanut butter, causes 
oe mother to assume the atomic 

omb has landed, and since no- 
body blew the whistle she must 
take over. She swells her fea- 
thers out, thinking it makes~her 
gruesome, and should that not 
repel any and all ‘invaders she 
hisses like Milton’s evil char- 
acter at the temptation.

- rived, she now. lunges into “the 
drink with wild quacks of proud 
parenthood, and alerts every 
hawk, owl, fox, raccoon, and 
pussycat within the township. 
She threshes around and splashes 
water, and the little ones join 
her. : 

Then the flotilla, abouf’ as de- 
lightful a sight as you'll ever 
see, swims across to join the 
other ducks. The drakes whack 
and the other ducks whark, and 
all the little ones peep, and it 
is a gay reunion. The aloneness 
of incubation is over, and the 
dramatic appearance of another 
clutch, staged better than Ring- 
ling could do it, has brought 
an end to the act. The old duck 
will hiss a little, and acts pos- 
sessive, but most of the big front 
ig gone. The pomp and ceremony 
are over. 

It doesn’t take long for baby 
ducks *to add on the poundage, 
and before many days they are 
big enough to fend for them- 
selves. They don’t always come, 
now, when Mother calls, and 
all the clutches mingle indis- 
criminately. When I fill the 
hopper each morning they almost 
smother me, At first the drakes 
push the@little ones from the 
feed, but the little ones soon 
get wise to this and, getting 
bigger, craw] under the old man 
and upend him. This makes him 
quack, and I enjoy watching it. 

Then comes this seasonal urge 
to go on a trip. Mallards, no 
matter how many years they’ve 
been domesti¢ated, can fly as 
well as their wild cousins. The 
difference is that they don’t. Now 
and then a stray dog will put 
them into flight, but otherwise 
they stay put. Blacks, canvas~ 
backs, teal, and other wild water- 
fowl have never been success- 
fully domesticated, because they 
will fly away unless you clip 
their wings .A mallard could go 
south in the fall, but he wdn’t. 
He prefers to walk. But every 
summer, one fine morning, the 
drakes will line up the whole 
flock, like a boys’ club on a hike, 
and away they will go across 
country. Some years I have a 
time finding them. 

This year I found them in the 
back pasture, holding witan in a 
circle under a beech, all talking 
at once and none knowing where 
to go. They were glad to see 
me, and lined up again and walk- 
ed home with me. I showed them 
the pond and they were over- 
joyed. They plunged in and 
chased each other and dove and 
swam, and they'll stay there 
now until cold weather when I 
chase them into the duckhouse 
for winter. 

But next year it will happen 
again—the incubation, the/ re- 
union with the new members of 
the tribe, the plans for a hike, 
and I'll be out looking again. 
Mallards are such fun.

The chance of receiving a 
rattlesnake bite in Ontario is one 
in several million. But the On- 
tario Department of Health has 
made sure that, should it happen, 
it will not mean certain death, 


According to Health Minister 
Mackinnon Phillips, treatment 
units of anti-venom—the active 
substance in rattlesnake venom 
antiserum—have been supplied 
to a number of hospitals and 
other depots free of charge. 
Speedy treatment at these con- 
veniently located depots will 
minimize the danger of the bite 
being fatal, 


Here are the hospitale at which 
anti-venom units are kept en 
hand: Little Current, Espanola, 
Parry Sound, Bracebridge, Oril- 
lia, Midland, Penetanguishene, 
Barrie, Collingwood, Meaford, 
Owen Sound, Wlarton, Lion's 
Head, Southampton, Kincardine, 
Goderich,, Sarnia, Chatham, St. 
Thomas, Welland and Hamilton. 
Units are also stocked at the 
municipal health department of- 
fices of Sudbury and Windsor, 
nd at the District Forester’s of- 
ice (Department of Lands and 
Forests) at Parry Sound, Reserve 
supplies are maintained at the 
Provincial Control Laboratory, 
Toronto. 


The mere fact that rattle- 
snakes are found occasionally 
in Ontario need not spoil any~ 
one’s holiday any more . than 
the fact that there are forest 
fires and automobile accidents. 
Rattlers are rarely reported and 
it is doubtful if anyone living in 
or visiting the areas in which 
rattlesnakes do occur ever worry 
about them-———except. that they 
leave spotted snakes strictly 
alone. For they know that two 
snakes in Ontario are spotted 
and one is a rattler. They know 
also that it will not attack and 
will not or cannot bite as long 
as a discreet distance .is main- 
tained. 

Of course, if a rattlesnake is 
picked up or stepped on it will 
bite, or attempt to. But there is 
only one record in the Royal 
Ontario Museum’s files of a 


rattler being stepped on and one 
in which the snake was pre- 
sumably kicked. A recent un- 
fortunate fatality was the re- 
sult of a rattlesnake being pick- 
ed up. It was the first instance 
of death in Canada resulting 
from rattlesnake bite, which 
might not have been fatal ex-~- 
cept for some delay in seeking 
adequate medical attention. It 
was only the second known death 
in North America from rattle- 
snake bite. 


Although a few rattlesnakes 
gurvive in Ontario, only about 
one person per year on the aver- 
age is bitten. Their range is the 
Niagara River gorge and the 

a Erie, Lake Huron 
an gian Bay but not more 
than 25 mileS“aland nor north 
of Killarney. 


There are two kinds, one a 
real rattler, the other so-called. 
The dangerous fellow—the one 
to leave strictly alone—but not 
to kill unnecessarily, because he 
consumes a great many rodents 
in a year—is the Massassaga 
rattlesnake or pit viper. The 
alternative name stems from the 
pockets or pits in the snake's 
cheeks which are readily visible 
from outside striking range. 
Other identifying features are 
the Massassaga’s eyes, ‘which 
have cat-like “split” pupils, and 
itst spotted body, dark on light. 

But the harmless Hardwood 
Rattler, otherwise known as the 
milk snake or fox snake, is also 
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spotted. Like all other harmless 
snakes in Ontario, however, it 
has a pointed tail. The Massas- 
saga's tail is blunt, and does not 
always have rattles. 


Nevertheless and apparently, 
the best way to avoid rattlesnake 
bite is to steer clear of and 
certainly never try to pick up 
any spotted snake. 

Should the unforeseen happen, 
however, apply a tourniquet a 
few inches: above the bite, tight 
enough to prevent the spread of 
venom but not tight enough to 
stop the blood circulation—try 
hard to maintain a confident 


~attitude-—-and hurry to the near~ 


est dootor and arrange to be 
taken as quickly as possible to 
the nearest anti-venom depot 
for treatment.

Bird Watch On The 
Shores Of The Dee 


In one of his most. famous 
similes Homer compares the 
movements of the armies before: 
Troy to the flight of wildfowl, 
‘geese and cranes and long- 
necked swans’ in the storied 
marsh which has given its name 
to a continent. ‘Hither and 
thither they fly, rejoicing in.their 
wings,’ so he describes them; 
and so the watcher will echo his 
words when the Knots come 
streaming to the sandbanks or 
the Starlings weave patterns 
over their roosting-places in the 
dusk. 


Beautiful beyond description 
are the swiftly changing spirals 
when. the light now catches a 
gleam of wings and now sets the 
whole array in silhouette. Mar- 
vellous beyond its beauty is the 
dense formation of the squa- 
drons, their perfect precision 
and spacing, and the spontane- 
ous rhythm’ of their unity; no 
bird leads; no signal bids them 
turn; and yet, as if a single will 
animated them all, a thousand 
wings beat together. 


Such displays are most fami- 
liar of an evening, and at a 
sleeping-place. One of my earli- 
est memories is of a big starling- 
roost in a tiny copse behind the 
cottage upon the Dee in which 
we spent our Augusts. Night by 
night when the sun was setting 
in splendour behind Hilbre, my 
father and -I would stroll along 
the old sea-wall, and turning 
away from the glory of the 
heavens, gaze at the birds as 
they rose from the branches in 
“honour of the passing day. 


The ritual never varied. Long 
before sundown the flocks would 
begin to assemble; small bunches 
of birds from near at hand; then 
battalions from further afield; 
then parties of stragglers: at last 
the boughs were crowded with 
a clamorous company. 

Then came the flight a com- 
plicated manoeuvring over and 
around the copse, winding in and 
out in a maze of fluid circles, 
culminating in a ‘grand chain’ 


when the air was dark with a ° 


storm of living flakes. 


Then as darkness closed in, a

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Egyptian Puzzle 


It would be interesting and 
helpful to know what was Presi- 
dent Nasser’s thought behind one 
phrase he used in the address 
@pening Egypt's new National 
Assembly. The meeting of. this 
assembly, he said, was not a re- 
turn to parliamentary life in 
Egypt but “the beginning of par- 
Hamentary life” there. 

One would like to believe this 
was a recognition of the fact 
that parliamentary government 
fn Egypt will need eventually a 
broader base than the election 
@f a hand-picked slate of assem- 
bly candidates. Some contests 


were permitted, but after ap-. 


proximately half the prospective 
eandidates had been ruled out 
by Calonel Nasser’s National 
Union. 


The tone of the rest of the 
speech, however, suggests an- 
@ther possible interpretation. 
This is that the parliaments 
which existed under a half cen- 
tury of British tutelage — and 
which, with whatever faults of 
eorrution or zeal, permitted ex- 
cage of more than one Egyp- 

point of view — do not 
@ount. Such a reading would 
imply that one-party government 
eontrolled by an originally mili- 
tary junta is regarded as a per- 
manent pattern. 


It appears true that the Nas- 
wer regime has substantial ac- 
eomplishments to its credit in 
at least two fields — land re- 
form and school construction. 
One could wish that these efforts 
and initiation of the Aswan Dam 
had gone forward without “the 
accompaniment of, Soviet-bloc 
arms purchases and Suez Canal 
mationalization. Only Egyptians 
€an judge whether their inter- 
ests might be better served by 
still more attention to internal 
fmprovement and less to the 
stirring of external antagonisms. 


But the question is whether 
@ven now, with the possession 
ef a National Assembly — which 
President Nasser could dissolve 
at any moment — Egyptians will 
get an opportunity to express 
euch judgments. — From The 
Christian Science Monitor.

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Finding Lost Dogs 
In Holland 


Lost dogs in Holland are for- 
tunate creatures, They are sel- 
dom lost for very long and when 
they are found they are swiftly 
returned to their owners. 

For their good fortune the 
dogs afid their masters have to 
thank a national voluntary or- 


ganization that is 25 years old- 


this year. Holland possesses 
many welfare services but the 
prganization known as Stichting 
Amivedi (Animal Lovers’ Foun- 
dation) is perhaps unique. ° It 
provides the human link be- 
tween th@mowner of a pet, the 
police, the animal protection 
societies, andd the finder of a 
stray. 


I found out how it works 
when I met the Baron van Pal- 
landt in Hilversum, the nation’s 
radio city. He has been working 
for the Stichting in Hilversum 
for a year and he has found 50 
dogs during that time and re- 
turned them to their owners. 

The Baron explained that a 
grotp of people in Utrecht 25 
years ago decidede that a great 
deal of unhappiness was caused 
by the fact that though lost ani- 
mals were often found, there 
was no Organization to return 
them to their owners. The ani- 
mals were brought to a protec-

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tion society’s kennels and re- 
mained there unless the owner 
made constant visits to see if 
he could spot his pet. 

So the Stichting Amivedi 
came into being. Over the years 
it has created new branches in 
nearly all the large cities in 
Holland and it has earned praise 
from the public and from the 
police. 

Its work is especially impor- 
tant in a country with large city 
populations but it is made es- 
sential by the fact that Dutch 
law provides several statutes 
that protect the domestic pet. In 
the first place an animal that has 
strayed cannot be killed unless 
it is severely injured. 

In the second, the finder of a 
dog must immediately report his 
find to thé ~pelice, If he fails to 
do so with 24 hours he mav be 
heavily fined. A third status 
saleguards the property rights 
of the owner of a stray. If a 
stray is given to a new owner it 
must be given up if the” original 
owner comes forward to claim 
it, writes Ian Rodger in The 
Christian Science Monitor. 

Such regulations mean that 
there is a great deal of work to 
be done that cannot be done 
by the normal organizations that 
exist in other countries. They 
create the need for the dog- 
hunters of the Stitching Amivedi. 

The Baron told me that he 
often spends a whole day look- 
ing for a dog. On less difficult 
days he usually starts by tele- 
phoning the police for the latest 
reports. When he has checked 
his list of found dogs with the 
list of dogs reported missing he 
begins his regular rounds. 

These rounds include visits to 
people who have been given 
strays that cannot be traced to 
their owners. Once a month he 
calls on them to make sure that 
the animal is in good health. On 
some of his calls he gives advice 
about the care and: feeding of 
pets and he provides pamphlets 
and some medicines without 
charge. 

He has a car of his own but 
the Stitching gives him a travel 
allowance and pays for his cleri- 
cal and postal work. But his time 
and his labor are given free. 

For his reward he has the 
satisfaction of playing a very 
necessary and human role in 
Dutch society and there is no 
doubt that he, like the other 
members of the Stichting Ami- 
vdi, thoroughly ‘enjoys his work. 
As a true animal lover, he de- 
rives as'much pleasure from re- 
turning a mongrel to a small 
boy as he does from rescuing a 
pedigree prizewinner.

Deep in the great caves of 
Trinidad, high up among the 
moaning pines of Haiti, and now 
again here between the cdid 
mangroves and the sea’of mud, 
we have found ourselves in 
places that were strangely un- 
réal, unearthly, and apart, as if 
they were on another planet. 
Such other-worldly places need 
not be grim and forbidding; 
they may be places of absolute- 
ly pure, soft beauty. This shell 
bank by the sea was one of 
these. : 

Lying there under the evéen- 
ing’ sun with the fresh mellow 
winds puffing at our faces, we 
could not belive it possible that 
there could be any other peo- 
ple in the world, or that a town 
‘ef..evyen the size of Paramaribo 
was than seventy miles 
away. From We'mg an austere 
and lifeless bit of tmangrove- 
haunted mud facing an endless 
stretch of muddy sea, the place 
had become a distant paradise. 
How can I say this of an area 
that is entirely covered with 
mud and mangroves? I will tell 
you, but first let me make sure 
of one thing: do you know a 
bird called the red ibis? 

It is essential to describe this 
lovely creature before I try to 
give you any impression of the 
coast of Surinam that evening, 
because the mud flats as far as 
the eye could reach in any di~ 
rection were covered with 
couhtless multitudes~ of these 
birds. They are  long-legged 
wading birds with the charac- 
teristic down-curved bill of the 
ibises. . . . The entire plumage 
is, right enough, red rather than 
green, blue or yellow, but in it 
are mingled all the salmon- 
pinks, roseate reds and brilliant 
flames that any artist could ima- 
gine.

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Basement Kitchen 
Had Its Charms 


The square home built by 
Mr. Closson had on its first 
floor a kitchen that resembled 
in its appliances and furnishings 
the other kitchens of the neigh- 
borhood. But the house also had 
a basement kitchen, which was 
reached by a narrow, twisting 
stairway. It was unlike any kit- 
¢hen we had even seen. Its floor 
was of bricks that were cool to 
the touch on the warmest August 
day. The walls were of split field 
stone which, in winter, glistened 
with hoarfrost.

She set up her quilting 
frame there during the winter 
months and often $pent her af- 
ternoons tacking a quilt. 

Cousin Herman also used the 
basement room, which, as the 
years went by, came to be called 
“kitchen-under.”. In the fall, he 
sorted apples there; in winter, 
he went there to oil and mend 
the harnesses or to hew out an 
ax handle! in spring, he cut up 
his seed potatoes there. On sum- 
mer Sunday afternoons, the 
work room became an art room, 
where he sat before his sketch 
book on the table. Sometimes he 
sketched the orchard or the Bay 
er the distantly blue “Seven Star 
Hill.” But more often he drew 
a cartoon with the local judge 
er county sheriff or the town 
politician as the target of his 
sly humor. 

The children were not encour- 
aged to use. “kitchen-under” as 
a play room. We went there only 
at the invitation of Cousin Her- 
man or Ethel. We sampled the 
syrup, we tasted the mincemeat, 
and we tested the firmness of 
the soap with cautious fingers. 
The art of quilt-tacking and the 
process of sorting apples and cut- 
ting seed potatoes offered no at- 
traction to us, but we did enjoy 
watching Cousin Herman at his 
sketching.” But we felt that we 
were usually onlookers rather 
than participants in the tasks 
that were performed in “kitchen- 
under.” 


However, in July, the base- 
ment kitchen was the scene of a 
task in which we children played 
an important part. Late in the 
month, Ethel took us to an aban- 
@oned farm on McHard’s mill- 
stream to gather herbs. She bor- 
rowed Prince and Father's two- 
aeated buggy in order that all 
the young children of the neigh- 
borhood could go along. We made 
an early start so that we might 
take the two-mile trip, spend 
three hours harvesting, and make 
the return josirney in time for 
supper, Prince enjoyed the jaunt 
@a much as we did. Once we had 
yeached the Carter farm, Ethel 
left him unhitched so that he 
wandered free to sample clover 
and herdsgrass at his leisure. 


We first turned our attention to 


the pansy patch that had com- 
pletely overrun the barnyard. We 
gathered great armfuls of the 
golden button blossoms and tied 
them into’ bunches which we 
stored under the seats of the bug- 
gy. We followed the tumbled 
stone wall to harvest the cara- 
way topped with circles of brown 


_ seeds. We found the aromatic 


pennyroyal in the runout fields. 
We picked the pearly everlast- 
ing with its’ straw-textured, 
white blossoms, When we final- 
ly turned Prince's head toward 


the hilly road to home the bug- | 
@y and the arms of the occu-* 


pants were filled with our’ pun- 
gent harvest. 

Ethel was pleased with our 
gleaning but she had keen eyes 
for the roadside shrubs as we 
made our way home. She was on 
the lookout for the gray-leaved 
thoroughwort and she talked of 
how much she would like to lo- 


. cate a plant that was native to 


her childhood home in Unity. 


After we reached Ethel’s home, 
all the plants were taken direct- 
ly to “kitchen-under,” where 
they were plunged into water- 
filled tubs and basins that had 
Cousin Herman saw all the 
been prepared for them! When 
greenery that filled the base- 
ment kitchen, he always made 
the same remark, “It looks as 
though Birnam Wood had come 
to Dunsinane.” And Ethel made 
the same reply. “No, Carter’s 
field has come to Howard's farm.” 

The next afternoon “kitchen- 
under, was the scene of a chore 
in which we children played a 
leading part. The tansy blossoms 
were cut from their stalks and 
stored in bags made of cotton 
screening. We toiled up the three 
flights of stairs to the attic where 
the bags were hung for a long 
autumn of slow drying. In Oc- 
tober, Ethel divided the dried 
blossoms into smaller bags, 
which were hung in the clothes 
closets. “No moth will choose 
to share a home with a bag of 
tansy,” was Ethel’s declaration. 

The pennyroyal was separated 
into small bunches which were 
hung to from nails struck 
into the attic roof. Eveéritually 
pennyroyal bags would be made 
for all the linen closets of the 
neighborhood. Ethel also shared 
the caraway seed and the ever- 
gathered. The seeds added 
variety to the breads and cookies, 
and now and then a daring cook 
added the spicy seed to a staid 
pumpkin pie. The dried ever- 
lasting flowers that we 
lasting blossoms made winter 
bouquets for every parlor in the 
neighborhood. I never ate a car- 
away cookie or sniffed a dried 
bouquet without recalling our 
many trips from “kitchen-under” 
to the attic. 

Ethel valued her basement kit- 
chen as a laundry and as a se- 
cluded room where she could 
boil sap or cook mincemeat or 
make soap or tack a quilt. Her- 
man rated the basement room 
highly as a workshop and an art 
room. But we children were as- 
sured that the sorting of herbs 
was the most worthwhile chore 
performed in “kitchen-under.”—~

Palaver Over 
Red-Hot Lava 


When recently a 150-ft.-wide 
strip of red-hot lava began to 
creep menacingly down the 
slopes of Etna, Europe’s biggest 
active volcano, vulcanologists 
flew to Italy to carry out on- 
the-spot investigations. 

It was Etna’s biggest eruption 
for seven years. Explosions every 
few minutes sent clouds of 
steam and hot gravel hurtling 
from a crater a few hundred feet 
below the peak. The scientists 
tested temperatures and pres- 
sures and then announced: “This 
is not a serious eruption and wil] 
not last long.” ' 


They were right. The “angry 
mountain,” as some Italians call 
Sicily’s 10,784-ft.-high volcano, 
did no serious damage this 
time and no lives were lost. The 
flow of lava ceased and after 
a troubled period of several 
days the crater became quiet. 

Etna holds a world record — 
of having been in eruption lon- 


‘ger than any other volcano. It 


is the most fertile and the most 
treacherous mountain in Eur- 
ope, its lower slopes abounding 
in lemon groves, orange gardens 
and vineyards. 

In other eruptions this cen- 
tury rivers of lava thirty feet 
deep and a mile wide have sub- 
merged villages and- rendered 
thousands homeless, but the Si- 
cilian peasants have such a stoi- 
cal character that they accept 
Etna’s convulsions as a matter 
of course and always rebuld 
their homes in the vicinity after 
disastrous eruptions. 

Italy’s King Victor Emmanuel 
walked right up to the advanc- 


ing lava stream during the great 


eruption of 1923 when masses 
of molten rock slowly but surely 
crushed houses and burned up 
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1% teaspoon salt

men at least thirty-foot tall 
have been found on the volcano’s 
slopes. 

Engineers have studied the 
possibility of erecting an enor- 
mous lighthouse at the top of 
Etna, as a landmark for the pilots 
of aircraft crossing the Medi- 
terranean, but while Etna con- 
tinues to erupt the scheme is 
impracticable. Some _ experts, 


* however, predict that Etna may 


cease to erupt after the year.

In certain years, lawns and 
Jarge areas of turf such as golf 
course fairways are sometimes 
very badly damaged. While the 
grubs eat the roots and other 
underground parts the adult 
beetles feed on the leaves of 
many broad-leaved trees and 
sometimes strip the leaves from 
the shrubs and raspberry bushes. 
Outbreaks of white grubs have 
occurred in many parts of On- 
tario every third year for many 
years. 


White grubs require three 
years to complete their life cy- 
ele and, while it is possible to 
find all stages in any one year, 
the greatest majority of the in- 
sects in most sections of Ontario 
will follow this pattern: June 
beetles emerged from the soil 
during the latter part of May 
and early June in 1956, except 
in an area along Lake Ontario 
from Oshawa to Burlington and 


the Niagara Peninsula. In this. 
section emergence took place in 


1955 and the cycle is, therefore, 
one year ahead of other parts 
of the province with overlapping 
where the two brood areas meet. 

The beetles flew in huge num- 
bers, taking to the air at dusk 
and feeding and mating on the 
foliage of trees and shrubs. At 
the first sign of daylight they 
sought out grassy areas, weedy 
places, and unculfiwated land 
and burrowed into the soil, 
where the females laid their 
eggs. 

These eggs hatched in a few 
weeks and the young grubs fed 


‘on decaying vegetable matter 


and the roots of living plants. 
In the fall they went deeper into 
the soil and remained there dur- 
ing the winter. In the spring of 
1957 as the soil warmed up, they 
came up to within inches of the 
surface and fed ravenously dur- 
ing the whole of the growing 
season on the roots of plants. 

They do the greatest amount 
of damage during this period of 
their life cycle.

half percent Hep‘ chlor, dust or 
granular—three pounds. 

Spread material evenly and 
wash thoroughly into the turf 
with the sprinkler immediately 
after application. Any one of the 
above materials should control 
white grubs in a lawn for a per- 
jod of three years. Wettable 
powders or emulsions of the ma- 
terials listed above may also be 
used. Follow the manufacturer’s

THE FARM FRONT 


Canadian agricultural officials 
actively engaged in campaigns 
to control warble flies in cattle 
no doubt will agree with the con- 
clusion reached at an _ inter- 
national conference in France 
last year on warble fly control 
in Europe. 
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After reviewing reports from 
the 17 European countries rep- 
resented, a summary of the meet- 
ing stated: 

“Reports from the various 
countries justifies the view that 
nearly everywhere there exist 
practical means of action and 
effective tieatments. . . . yet 
everywhere considerable diffi- 
culties arise whenever these 
mrethods have to be put into prac- 
tice and applied systematically 
and generally”. 
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The meeting, in Paris, was or- 
ganized by the European Produc- 
tivity Agency, a branch of the 
Organization for European Econ- 
omic Cooperation (OEEC), which 
has adopted as a project the 
preparation of an up-to-date re- 
view of animal disease control 
in Western. Europe. 
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Thirty representatives from 
the member countries attended 
the conference and presented 
reports and estirnates on their 
respective losses due to warble 
fly infestation in cattle, the ex- 
tent of the infestation and the 
control methods employed. Total 
annual losses cue to warbles in 
these countries were estimated at 
$77 million, made up of $844 mil- 
lion in damage to hides and 
$6844 million due to reduced 
production of meat and milk. 
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There was great variation in 
the extent of warble fly infes- 
tation shown as-a percentage of 
the cattle population affected. 
Estimates ranged from less than 
one per cent in Denmark, Nor- 
way and Sweden to as high as 
30 per cent in France, Italy and 
the United Kingdom. The three 
Scandinavian countries reported 
effective control of the insect to 
the point where losses were not 
of economic importance, Ten 
countries reported special legis- 
lation in effect, in some countries 
for as long as 30 years. Eight of 
the ten required compulsory 
treatment of infested cattle, but 
apart from the Scandinavian 
countries most reported legisla- 
tive measures as not effective— 
that they were not strictly ap- 
plied and gradually fell into 
disuse. 
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Two countries reported results 
of warble fly control campaigns 
somewhat similar to those car- 
ried out in Ontario, Veterinary 
officials in the United Kingdom 
made a survey of all cattle on 
the Isle of Wight for three suc- 
cessive years, 1954-55-56. As a 
result of three. years treatment 
(a derris or rotenone solution ap- 
plied with a stiff brush. to the 
warble larvae in the backs of the 
cattle) the percentage of the 600 
odd herds on the Island contain- 
ing cattle infested with warbiles 
was reduced from 73 per cent in 
1954 to 15 per cent in 1956. The 
percentage of infested animals 
was reduced from 16.2. per cent 
to 1.9, and the number of warbles 
per infested animal from 10-20 
to 1-2, rarely 3. 
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ince of Luxembourg, Belgium, 
also using a rotenone dressing, 
en 200,000 infested cattle, the av- 
erage percentage of infestation 
had fallen from 55 to 35 percent 
and the number of warble larvae 
per animal from 42 to 7.2. Fol- 
lowing the Luxembourg province 
test carried on in 1952-53-54, the 
Belgian government passed a law 
in February, 1955, providing for 
cor! free treatment of 
warble y darvae in cattle 
throughout the codntty, This in- 
volved inspection in 1955 of 
2,500,000 animals and treatment 
of 550,000 found to be infested. 
The program is planned to cover 
a period of five to six years. 
= e a 


Feed efficiency is a measure 
of the pounds of feed required 
to produce a pound of product. 
All factors that enter into the 
determination of this character- 
istic must be considered if maxti- 
mum returns are to be obtained 
from the poultry enterprise. 

The main factors to consider in 
measuring feed ‘efficiency are 
breeding, feeding, and manage- 
ment. 
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The feed required for main- 
tenance is highly correlated with 
body weight. Thus for maximum 
efficiency the’ egg producer must 
have a relatively small bird. A 
four-pound bird laying 200 eggs 
per year will require about 74 
pounds of feed whereas a six- 
pound bird laying at the same 
rate will require about 94 pounds. 
Thus the lighter birds require 
about one pound of feed per 
dozen eggs less than the heavier 
birds if both lay at the same rate, 
This represents a substantial .sav- 
ing. 
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The type of ration also plays 
an important role in feed effi- 
ciency. Rations containing large 
amounts of corn, wheat, and 
some animal tallow, are coming 
into common use, These are re- 
ferred to as high energy rations 
and are more efficient for egg 


production than low’ energy 
rations. These high energy 
rations usually cost more per 


pound but because they are more 
efficient the cost per unit of pro- 
duction may be less than for 
low energy rations. Feed should 
be purchased on the basis of 
cost per unit of production rather

than on the basis of price per 
pound. 
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Witih a good bird and good 
feed, correct management factors 
make a profitable enterprise. In 
management, adequate and 
proper feeding, and watering are 
probably the most neglected. Lay- 
ing hens should be provided with 
about six inches of hopper space 
per bird. Feed hoppers should be 
designed so that there is a mini- 
mum of feed wastage. Studies 
have shown that feed wastage 
may run as high as 25 per cent 
if the feed hoppers are filled too 
full, Good judgment in handling 
feed is of great importance in 
improving feed efficiency.

of serious accidents. 

While built-in safety features, 
such as limited access, have reduced 
the actual number of accidents, 
those that do occur on super-high- 
ways are usually worse than on con- 
ventional roads. 

Furthermore, says the article, 
super-highway accidents often have 
chain reactions. A single snyashup 
between two cars can cause four oT 
five additional cars to pile up in 
rear-end collisions. 

What happens, apparently, is that 
the super-highway driver allows 
himself to be lulled into an exag- 
gerated sense of security to the point 
where he can't handle his car when 
an emergency does arise. , 

The Review suggests a number of 
ways a driver can head off highway 
hypnosis. The motorist should avoid 
driving when Sleepy, wear loose, 
comfortable clothing and pause 
occasionally for a hot drink. 

He should vary his speed periodi- 
cally and keep lively music on the 
yadio. Running the windshield wipers 
briefly helps relieve the monotony. 
So does intermittently changing the 
headlight beam.

Rocky Wilderness Hides Vast Wealth 
Canada’s Pioneers Never Suspected 


At the turn of the century an 
American school geography des- 
cribed Canada as “a country, 
cold, barren, and uninhabited, 
lying f€the north of the United 
States; a vast expanse of rock 
and muskeg (bog), with great 
forests of worthless black 
spruce.” 


The authors of this piece of 
bleak prose were preceded and 
followed by many writers, econ- 
omists, and geographers who 
took an equally dim view of 
Canada’s future; for approxi- 
mately a half of this country 
lies within the rocky, infertile 
embrace of one of this planet's 
ancient pre-Cambrian shields. 


Untilrecent times not even the 
Canadians themselves — who 
from earliest beginnings have 
loved their stern homeland 
with an ardor not readily un- 
derstood by their American and 
British cousins ~—- could find 
much to say in defense of 1,800,- 
000 square miles of rock, mostly 
granite of a quality too inferior 
for commercial purposes. 


Today this rocky wilderness is 
the established economic corner- 
stone of Canada, for most of the 
fabulous mineral wealth of re- 
cent years has been found with- 
in the shield’s stern crust. 

Some 95 per cent of Canada’s 
copper, 85 per cent of its iron, 
all of its nickel, platinum, titan- 
jum and uranium, as well as 
less-well-known minerals like 
lithium, columbium, and the rare 
earths, come from the shield. 
Also within the shield lies most 
of Canada’s fabulous hydro- 
electric power potential. , 


But of all the Cinderella sur- 
prises of recent years the stunt- 
ed forests of the shieid head 
the list.

muskeg. In some areas it is cut 
with fiords. In Labrador the 
Torngat Mountains rear bleak 
heads 6,000 feet above sea level. 

In outline, the shield is a crude 
horseshoe, with. its ends on the 
Aretie . Ocean. Embracing the 
whole of Huds Bay, it stretches 
east and northeast to include 
Labrador and northern Quebec. 
To the south it narrows to a 
point on the American side 
south of Lake Superior. The 
famous iron deposits of the 
Mesabi Range in Minnesota are 
in this extension of the Cana- 
dian shield. — 


The shield has a_ saucerlike 
shape, the high edges of the rim 
sloping toward the central de- 
pression of Hudson Bay. In pre- 
historic times ice planed off the 
deep soil formed by centuries of 
weathering, thereby destroying 
the possibility of widespread 
agricutural settlement. 

In earlier days in Ontario and 
Quebec barren rocks wrecked 
the hopes of many courageous 
farmer-pioneers. 


Even today there is little at» 
tempt at farming within the 
shield except for the scattered 
areas of rich clay or fortuitously 
placed pockets of clay near some 
of the mining settlements. So 
clesely does the weight of the 
shield press down on the settled 
areas of eastern. Canada that 
only 50 miles separate Ottawa, 
the capital city, from a wilder- 
ness that extends, uninterrupted- 
ly, to the lowlands of Hudson 
Bay. 


Planet’s Oldest Mountains 


The shield is very old. So old 
that visitors to Ottawa, standing 
on Parliament Hill, looking 
across the valley of the Ottawa 
River to the purple-blue haze 
hanging over the Laurentians, 
are looking at the oldest moun~ 
tains on this planet. 


At best, it is a strange land, 
mysteriously attractive to the 
Canadians who have loved it 
enough to want to understand 
it, repellent and grim to men 
bred in softer lands. 


The earliest French settlers‘ 


knew there were minerals in the 
rocks of the shield. Indians led 
them to the crude, primitive 
workings of cépper deposits on 
the shores of Lake Superior. 
But in those days no one cared 

In more recent times men 
were baffled by the complex 


nature of the ores when dis- 
covered. Metallurgy had to 
catch up with the prospector 
before the shield could come 


into its own. 

* On oft-quoted example was 
the discovery of copper at Sud- 
bury during the building of the 
Canadian * Pacifie Railroad. in 
1883. When a construction fang 
cut into a ich mineral deposit 
there was much excitement un- 
til it was learned that the cop- 
per was of little value because 


of the ‘abundant presence of a 


worthless metallurgically  ex- 
asperating white mineral calied 
nickel. Today nickel is one of 
modern industry's most essen 
tal minerals, of which Canada 
is the world's greatest producer 
Canada also is Kaining ground 
rapidly as a producer of iron 
ore The pioneering geologists 
of the Geological Survey have 
known of the Labrador and Un- 
£ava deposits since the early 


1690's. Recognition of there ty

the phenomenal growth of the 
American steel industry. 


Steel output is undergoing 
rapid expansion in many other 
countries, including Canada, the 
United Kingdom and Germany. 
But it is the expansion of, the 
United States steel industry that 
has stepped up production of 


* the iron ore business. 


At the beginning of World War 
II the United States steel in- 
dustry had an annual capacity of 
86 million tons. Today this has 
grown to 126 million tons. 


Because iron is still “the mo- 
ther of industry,” one of the 
reasons for the speeding up of 
the building of the giant St. 
Lawrence Seaway by the two 
countries was the necegsity to 
guarantee continuing supplies of 
the essential mineral to the great 
American steel industry, as well 
as to its rapidly expanding 
Canadian counterpart. 

But of all the shield treasures, 
none has captured the public 
imagination as has uranium. It 
started in 1930 when Gilbert 
LaBine, who had first gone to 
the Northwest Territories in 
search of copper and_ silver, 
found pitchblende, the ore of 
radium and uranium. 


The discovery of radium was 
big news. No one was interested 
in the uranium. Nevertheless al- 
though not realized at the time, 
this presaged the day when, 
following World War II, Cana- 
dian uranium began:to make 
front-page news. 


Pioneer Courage 


Today Canada is.the world’s 
second largest producer of uran- 
jum and one of this century’s 
recognized “atomic powers.” 

Flying over the wilderness, 
looking down on the endless 
forests and muskegs, the lakes, 
and myriad tiny potholes, it is 
difficult to grasp the courage of 
pioneer fur traders, explorers, 
prospectors and geologists who 
by their tireless travels and en- 
during interest made these 


things possible. “a 
With respect to national unity, 
the shield has been a problem

blems of East and West, for 
1,000 wilderness miles lie be- 
tween the heavily populated 


—province of Ontario and the 


prairie provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, and Alberta. 


In earlier times more than 
one Canadian argued the folly 
‘of trying to build a coast-to- 
@oast nation because of the 
shield, With its geographic lin- 
gual, and religious sectionalism. 

In the past decade the shield 
has played a reverse role in 
bringing about a closer rejation- 
ship between Canada and the 
United States. 


This relationship, always 
greatly handicapped by Ameri- 
can ignorance of Canada and 
indefference to the true nature 
of a complex country and ‘ts 
viewpoints, has been jolted out 
Of traditional attitudes in poth 
countries 

For interest in the treasures 
of the shield has done more than 
just attract the American cap!- 
tal which has helped speed up 
their development. The new in- 
terest has already made: some 
progress in breaking through “he 
old  stuborn ‘eound barrier” 
(American resistance to acqu:r- 
ing any serious knowledge of the 
northern neighbor's viewpoints.) 

For there have been many 
hopeful indications that Amerti- 
cans are beginning to’ understand 
the Canadian’s pride in his ovn 
tparsely settled homeiar d DY

How Can I?

Q. How can I prevent linen 
from\.getting into the dresser 
washings? 

A After the linen has been 
laundered, place it at the bot- 
tom of the drawer, using the 
other first. This gives all the 
towels, sheets, shiris, etc., equal 
wear, and prevents any piece 
from becoming yellow. 


Q. How can I prevent moths 
from getting into the dresser 
drawers and closets? 

A. An excellent preventive is 
to moisten a cloth in turpentine 
and wipe out the dresser drawers 
occasionally. 


Q. How can I remove scorch- 
ed marks from clothing? 

A. Onion juice will often re. 
move scorched marks from gar- 
ments, if applied immediately. 


Q. How can I remove mildew 
from linen? 

A. Wet the article with soft 
water and rub it well with white 
soap. Then scrape some fine 
chalk into powder and rub 
thoroughly into the linen. Lay 
it out in the sunshine, keeping 
moist with soft water. 


Q. How can I prevent sheer 
hosiery from wearing out so 
quickly at the toes? 

A. Some people are naturally 
much harder on hosiery than 
others, but one thing 4s abso- 
lutely necessary. Keep the toe 
nails cut short. It is not only 
more comfortable but also more 
economical. 


Q. How can I keep lemons 


_ fresh? 


A. They will keep fresh if 
they are placed in an air-tight 
jar filled with water. 


Q. How can I make durable 


' pot holders? 


A. Cut into eight-inch squares 
left-over pieces of cretonne, or 
any kind of remnants. Place be. 
tween two squares a piece of 
asbestos, or several thicknesses 
of flannel. Then stitch around 
the edges.

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Laughing Boy On Television

His most frequent character —

-boy, Gordon Hathaway — is a 


gmall gem. And Nye does so 
many other characters on. the 
Allen show, many of them un- 
is easily spotted. But Louis Nye’s 
face and voice and even his car- 
rlage change with each of his 
portrayals. He is, first and fore- 
most, a highly talented actor. 


This comedy streak in him is 
a late-flowering facet of the 
man. He was, for many years, a 
radio actor. He called himself 
“an emotional juvenile,” and 
generally played highly-charged 
yoles. He was also a competent 
“double,” a radio term meaning 
that he could and did play two 
parts on the same show. 

“All this time,” he says, “I had 
a feeling, inside, that I was fun- 
ny. To myself, I thought that I 
was a funny guy. So what I'd do 
would be to play benefits. I'd do 
monologs, whatever came into 
my head. 

“One time, I did one of these 
monologs and a Broadway col- 
umnist was there. He wrote me 
up for a whole column. I was 
so scared somebody would offer 
me a job as a comedian that I 
ran home and hid.” 

Nye, during this period, had 
no confidence in himself as a 
funny man. There was something 
inside him, wanting to come out, 
but he would have died of fright 
on a hightclub floor. It’s a 
strange situation, one he won't 
go into very deeply, but one 
that is happily over. 

“Now,” he says, “I could do a 
nightclub, But there’s no long- 
er the great need there once 


. was. Before, I wanted to, but I 


couldn't. Absolutely could not 


face it.” 


What changed him, more than ° 
anything else,.was the Army. 
He began to do little ‘things in 
the recreation hall at Camp 
Crowder, Mo. He did sad mono- 
logs and funny monologs and 
patriotic monologs. (At one 
time, he had a partner for some 
ef these-—Car] Reiner.) 

He same out and went into 
Broadway shows, like “Inside 
der heavy make-up, that chances 
are you don't recognize him half 
the time he's on. 

This, of course, is a tribute to 
Ais own acting skill. Reiner. is 


always Reiner and even Carney 
U.S.A.” and the sensational flop,

There’s the 
tough kid and the cry-baby kid 
and the best ball-player kid. I 
was kind of skinny and weak 
and I didn't have a part. So I 
Wegan to do imitations of the 
neighbors and then I had a 
part—the funny kid.” 

At 18, he was working’on a 
Hartfor radio station for $2.50 a 
broadcast. He’s been working 
pretty steadily since then. 

All these years, he’s been ob- 
serving people. He has a great 
gift of mimicry. With a gesture, 
a facial ‘expression, a tone of 
voice, he can capture a per- 
sonality type. His Gordon Hath- 
away is that sort of characteri- 
zation; it is nothing like Nye 
himself. 

Where Hathaway. is hail-fel- 
low-well-met, Nye is quiet. 
Hathaway has a ridiculous ex- 
pression. Nye is serious. Hath- 
away thifks of himself as quite 
a wit. Nye seldom says anything 
funny. Hathaway is a dapper 
dresser, Nye is a sober dresser. 
They are opposites in every 
sense. 

Nye is married to Anita Leon- 
ard, the songwriter who com- 
posed “Sunday Kind of Love” 
and the cu it hit, “Graduation 
Rings.” Théy have a 3%-year-old 
son. While Nye leads a comfor- 


table life, he admits to the urge

4 cups sifted flour 

34 cup’ whole wheat flour 

$4 cup cracked wheat 

% cup rye flour 

1 cup oatmeal 

Dissolve yeast in the % cup 
lukewarm water and about half 
the molasses. Pour hot milk over 
ahortening and salt; add water 
and remaining molasses and coo! 
to lukewarm. Combine with 
yeast mixture. Combine flours 
and oatmeal! and add mixture to 
iquid mixture, 1 cup at a time, 
beating until smooth after each 
addition.

“Babington’s English Tea Rooms.”

ally meant to do. 

Out of place and out of time? 


Well, Babington is not a usual — 


name hereabouts, where Via 
Condotti entters the piazza at 
Bernini's fountain, and Borgog- 
nona, Frtina, and Mignanelli with 
their sound as of delicate tuning 
forks strike the key for even 


- mundane speech. But to the right 


of the broad stairway that rises 
to the church called Trinita de’

Unlike man, to 
whom most bacterial, virus or 
fungus infections are disagree- 
able, but not necessarily fatal, a 
plant once stricken with disease 
rarely recovers. Some plants 
can be attacked by as many as 
30 different disorders. 

For many years farmers found 
their best protection in careful 
selection of disease-resistant va- 
rieties of seed and in a system of 
planned crop rotation. Now, per- 
fection by agricultural scientists 
of seed disinfectants has given 
them a new weapon in their war 
on plant diseases. 

* * * 


Seed disinfectants are widely 
used to protect seed grain from 
the attacks of organisms that 
cause root rot, smuts and seed- 
ling blights. Armed against such 
diseases, treated seed has a bet- 
ter chance of producing healthier 
stands and richer yields of wheat, 
rye, barley, oats and flax. 

Other crops have benefited, 
too, from applications of seed dis- 
infectants. Treatmént of seed 
potatoes not only disinfects the 
surface of the tuber but also pro- 
tects it from many disease at- 
. tacks after planting.

But this message carried 
three interlocking circles spaced 
around three punctured holes in 
the paper, the same identfying

Time passed ‘and the ransom 
dollars began to appear. Banks 
couldn’t recall who had deposit- 
ed them; shopkeepers didn’t 
know who had spent the money. 
The dollar-bills never appeared 
in the same place twice. Two 
years after the crime, the Lind- 
bergh kidnapper was still un- 
known. 

By then 5,000 dollars—a tenth 
of the total—had crept into cir- 
culation. On the ransom mes- 
Sages, toxicologists had discover~ 
ed traces of glycerine and emery 
dust. From this clue, and from 
the hand-writing, the police sus- 
pected they were looking for a 
German carpenter. Nails in the 
home-made ladder were traced 
to a builders’ merchant in the 
Bronx district of New York. 

The police were, in fact look- 
ing. for Bruno Hauptmann. 
Hauptmann made his mistake 
when he had to stop at a garage 
for a gallon of gasoline and offer-

F, Ronald Mansbridge of the 
Cambridge University Press is 
struck by both the new indus- 
trial growth and the cultism of 
California, which seems to have 
contributed to Bible buying.

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He Broke The Bank 
- At Monte Carlo 


Millions of people have sung 
the rollicking old song The Man 
Who Broke the Bank at Monte 
Carlo without knowing why it 
was written. 


Was there a man who broke , 


the bank at Monte Carlo? If so, 
who was he? ‘ 

There was such a man, but 
despite what the song says he 
was no dandified ladies’ man. He 
was a seedy English rascal 
named Charles Wells. Until he 
the bank” he lived 
mainly by swindling. 

He first showed up at Monte 
Carlo in July 1891 with $20,000 
garnered from a series of swin- 
dles in Britain. He had fled tie 
country after being exposed for 
having sold crackpot inventions 
of no value to credulous En- 
glishmen, But at Monte Carlo 
nobody had heard of him. 


He made for the Casino, sat 
down at a roulette table, put his 
money on a number and, if it 
won, let it “ride.” But he never 
played the same number more 
than thre times in succession. 
This was a system which had 


‘ruined many gamblers but smil- 


ed on Wells. 


The first night, after 11 hours 
paly, he walked out winning 
$50,000, 


This is how he “broke the 
In those days, at the 
start of each session, each table 
was provided with $20,000 worth 
of chips. If a lucky gambler ex- 
hausted this sum at his table he 
was said to have “broken the 
bank.” 


Thig had rarely been done be- 
fore Wells came along. He was 
probably the l&ckiest gambler 
who ever stepped ‘through the 
doors of the Casino. 


The next morning he sat down 
and began to play again. And 
again he broke the bank. 


His fabulous luck caused a 
sensation. Other gamblers tried 
to follow his play to cash in on 
his luck. People began to follow 
him, just to touch his coat, be- 
lieving it would be lucky to 
them. He mingled with British 
nobility who vied to get the 
secret of his “perfect” system. 

But his sudden fame had its 
ee. He was aad by 


cranks, too. One woman rushed 
up to Wells as he was entering 
the casino and demanded $25,- 
000. which, sh escreamed, she had 
lost and he had won. Another 
time he was concerned by an 
Englishman. who begged for 
$10,000 which he had gambled 
away. The man said the money 
was his daughter’s dowery. If 
he didn’t get it she would not 
be able to get married. Wells 
had to be rescued from this man, 
who turned violent when his plea 
was refused. 


At\the end of the season Wells 
disappeared, but the follow ing 
year he was back again. 


This time he arrived in a 
magnificent steam yacht, the 
Palais Royale, built to accom- 
modate 50 guests and fitted with 
a ballroom and music room, His 
guests overflowed and were en- 
tertained lavishly at hotels 
ashore, The guests at one din- 
ner included five millionaires, 
four British peers a famous 
French diplomat and a scatter- 
ing of high society from the 
capitals of every European na- 
tion. 


At the end of the season Wells 
sailed for London—and then his 
fortune turned. He was arrested 
for extensive frauds, and at Lon- 
don’s Old Baily was sentenced 
to eight years penal servitude. 


When he was released he 
changed his name to Davenport 
and continued with his swindles, 
both in Britain and in France. 


He served two more prison 
sentences, but finally lost his 
nerve, both as a swindler and a 
gambler. He settled down and 
lived out his life in moderate 
luxury on his illgotten gains. 


Not long before he died Wells 
told a newspaperman that he’d 
had’ no system when he was 890 
successful at breaking the bank. 
Any systems he had tried -he 
had soon discarded. © 


The song that was written 
about him had even more suc- 
cess than Well’s at the height 
of his fortune. The Man Who 
Broke the Bank at Monte Carlo 
was t@™eed down several times 
before English musi¢ hal) star 
Charles Coburn gave $30 for it. 
He sang it 4,000 times. It was 
translated into six languages 
and remained popular long after 
the man who inspired it was for- 
gotten.

is the intriguing title of a re- 
cent article in The Christian 
Science Monitor, and the pos- 
sibilities of this system of grow~- 
ing crops without soil seemed 
to me so interesting that I am 
passing them along to you.

Farms may some day grow 
skyward like present-day, mo- 
dern. business buildings. For one 
of the most persistent handicaps 
to “tray agriculture” is believed 
to have been overcome. 

This tremendous stride in 
agricultural science can be cre- 
dited to that familiar room air 
conditioner normally seen in the 
windows of homes or Offices. 


The room conditioners are a 
vital part in a packaged green- 
house now being used in Texas 
and other parts of the South- 
west to produce between 350 
and 500 pounds of feed daily 
in an area only eight feet square. 


Water, or soilless, gardening 
is the growing of plants without 
s0il in a medium such as water, 
sand, gravel, or sawdust to which 
nutrients have been added. It is 
a method which has been known 
to agricultural scientists for 
more than 100 years as an aid 
in studying plant-life processes. 
However, it was not until 1929 
that experiments were conduct- 
ed solely to determine the feasi- 
bility of using this process to 
grow commercial crops. 

One of the most serious deter- 
rents to commercially feasible 
hydroponics has‘ been an inabil- 
ity to control temperature and 
humidity, which are essential 
parts of the growing method.

Now, however, the H. & M. 
Manufacturing Company, Inc., 
has developed a_ greenhouse 
which by .using room-type air 
conditioners. maintains positive 
temperature and humidity con- 
trol.

The H, & M..— greenhouse, 
which it calls the Meadow-Mas- 
ter, consists of double-glass win- 
dows mounted in large metal 
frames. It includes 72 trays ar- 
ranged in six tiers of 12 trays 
each. Seeds are placed in the 
trays. They are fed chemically 
fortified water daily to acceler» 
ate growth. Each basket may be 
harvested every six days, which 
means that 12 baskets daily are 
usually harvested and replanted. 

Any kind of cereal grasses can 
be grown in the trays. It takes 
only 55 to 60 pounds of grain 


each day to produce 400 to 500 
pounds of cereal gra

The crop from the trays is a 

combination of fresh, green, suc- 


culent grass, six to eight inches 
high, the cereal grain from 
which it sprouted six days ear- 
lier, and the roots of the grass. 
This forage is grown entirely 
without soil and thus is clean 
and palatable and can be eaten 
in its entirety by the animals,

Official Check On 
Women’s Figures 


It was rather nosy of Britain’s 
staid Board of Trade. But, put- 
ting it as correctly as possible, 
the board embarked six years 
ago on “the first scientific study 
of body measurements of im- 
portance in the construction of 
(British) women’s clothing”. In 
plain English, they wanted to 
know how Miss and Mrs. Britain 
fills out her frock. Reason” for 
the board’s nosiness was that 
British dressmakers didn’t really 
know what the average British 
woman looks like and, said some, 
that was why most English wo- 
men looked better in the winter 
when wearing woollen suits than 
in the summer when draped in 
limply fitting dresses. 

Board of Trade “surveyors” 
went after 5,000 volunteers with 
tape measures, anthropometers, 
wooden knitting needles (used as 
guide rods in locating body. “land- 
marks”), deileate “skin pencils”, 
and cards of fine elastic cord to 
“locate the waist line’. Each 
woman was measured 37 different 
ways.

eontentedly as, a hundred yards 


away, the hunter reined in his © 


horse and took careful aim. 
Bang!—the shot shattered the 
peace of the African veldt as it 
skimmed the elephant's head. 
Flapping her ears and trumpet- 


. ing with rage she turned to face 


her attacker. .° ‘ 


A second ’shot nicked her be- 
tween the neck and_ shoulders, 
but still] she came on, trunk rais- 
ed. Then, as the hunter hurried- 
ly emptied the breech of his rifle 
to reload, she charged, 


Frantically. he spurred his 
horse, but so tired was the ani- 
mal after the hard day's ride 
that it could hardly raise a 
gallop. 

“I heard two short, sharp 
acreams above my head,” said the 
hunter, Frederick Courtenay 
Selous afterwards, “and just had 
time to think it was all over 
with me when, horse and all, 
I was dashed to the ground. For 
a few seconds I was half stunned 
by the violence of the shock, and 
the first thing I became aware 
of was a very strong smell of 
elephant.” 


For some moments he could’ 


mot understand what had hap- 
pened. His body and head were 
pressed against the ground, but 
with a violent effort he man- 
aged to free himself. Then he 
realized what was happening. 

The elephant had gone down 
on her knees to gore him with 


her tusks. By some miracle she . 


had missed, but her massive 
chest was pinning thim to the 
ground, driving the breath out of 
his body. 

Desperately, he wiggled free, 
erawled out from beneath the 
elephant and beat a hasty re- 


‘treat, keeping an eye on the ani- 


mal all the while. Each time 
she swung her head to look for 
him, he darted to the other side 
to keep out of sight. Luckily 
she did not turn right round and 
he was able to escape bruised 
and breathless but otherwise un- 
acathed. 
One of the greatest hunter- 
naturalists, Selous spent a large 
t of his life in Africa, and 
ad many narrow escapes from 
death at the hands of enraged 
and wounded animals. When he 
did die it was with a rifle in his 
hands, but this time the quarry 


‘was human. When the first world ° 


war broke out Selous, despite his 
@2 years, volunteered for active 
eervice, and was eventually kill- 
@d in action by the Germans in 
East Africa in 1917.

On one occasion Selous had a 
miraculous escape from death 
when his rifle failed him. He 
was pursuing a bull buffalo on 
horseback, and when it turned 
he fired twice, but both cart- 
ridges were duds. The buffalo 
charged full gallop at him. 


Grabbing his spare gun Selous 
was just able to fire from his 
almost point-blank range as his 
horse jumped aside. 


It was not quick enough. 


Horse, rider and gun were 
hurled into, the air by thé buf- 
falo’s huge horns. 


The horse regained its feet at 
once, and galloped off, leaving 
Selous on the ground with the 
angry bull gazing down at him 
only a few yards away. Then, 
with a snort of rage, the buffalo 
lowered its head and charged. 


Selous threw himself to one 
side and cringed as close to the 
ground as possible, avoiding the 
worst of the impact, but sustain- 
ing a heavy blow on one shoulder 
nevertheless. 


For a moment he lay still ex- 
pecting the animal to renew the 
attack, for he knew that a buf- 
falo will fight to the death. 

This one proved the exception, 


however. To his relief it kept . 


going after it had passed him— 
the only time he'd ever driven 
off a raging beast with nothing 
but dud bullets in his gun! 

Although Selous became the 
preatest hunter of his day, his 
career wag@almost brought to an 
end at its outset. 

Soon after his arfival in Africa 
he was taken out on his first 
elephant hunt with two experi- 
enced hunters. During the day 
they decided to give chase to a 
herd of giraffe they spotted in 
the distance. 

Selous was soon trailing the 
more experienced horsemen, and 
before long, unknown to them, 
he toppled off his horse. By the 
time he had recovered he realiz- 
ed he was lost. To make matters 
worse, the’ horse had bolted, 
known country. 

He decided to make for a 
leaving him stranded in un-« 
distant range of hills in the mis- 
taken belief that they were in 
the vicinity of the base camp. 
All night he wandered, and at 
last reached the hills. 

But there was no camp, nor 
any signs of human habitation. 
Altogether he spent two days 
and nights utterly alone, with 
only wild beasts for company, 
and little to eat and drink.

Penetrating The 
Arctic Secrets 


We often walked down the 
beach, a narrow strip still mostly 
snow-covered, with immense 
cliffs of sandstone’ towering 
above it. The soft stone of the 
cliffs was eroded and carved by 
wind and snow into monolithic 
shapes, enormous figures of 
hooded, armless men, like half- 
realized sculpture. Once we 
came across a perfect small col- 
umn, smooth as marble and 
broken off at one end as if it 
had been part of a building. We 
had beer ‘told there were pre- 
historic relics in the “astern 
Arctic. This piece of pillar look 
ed man-made... 

We wandered home along the 
beach. A light mist rose off the 
melting snow and the sun shone 
behind us through thin clouds. 
We were each ringed by a small 
bright rainbow. As we walked, 
clothed in rainbows, we picked 
up shells—mussels, small clams 
and delicately tinted coquineas, 
a tiny shellfish usually found on 
the shores of the Gulf of Mexico 
and the Caribbean Sea. We came 
across several more of those pre- 
historic pillars. Some of them 
were part of the sandstone cliff, 
and we realized that the hands 
that had carved them into such 
smooth perfection were wind, 
snow and erosion. 


This strange land of carved 
sandstone and personal rainbows 
seemed quite unreal. We walked 
in a dream. ... 

What, Bill wondered, made the 
tundra so astonishingly geomet- 
ric. Even the smallest bits of 
frozen earth or rock were angu- 
lar and regular in form, -as if 
shaped by a chisel. If one picked 
up a pebble one found it was a 
microcosm of the tundra, a tiny, 
perfect example of the geome- 
tric effects of rhythmical ‘freez- 
ing and thawing. . 

He. studied the  peat-ridge 
polygons, crooked and checker- 
board patterns over the flat bogs, 
where the earth had been bro- 
ken apart by some unknown 
function of frost action. These 
flat, raised earth shapes were 
lined by dykes, and ditches 
about a foot deep ran absolutely 
straight along their sides, cut 
sharp and neat as if by peat 
diggers’ knives. The ditches, it 
was discovered, ran both parale 
lel and at right angles to the 
direction of the flow of water on 
the earth. Standing on top of the 
sandstone cliffs, Bill noted the 
pattern of the cracking sea ice— 
and with an- excited sense of 
wonder and discovery he saw 
that it was the same as that of 
the peat ridges. The cracks ran 
parallel and at right angles to 
the shore line, creating straight- 


edged polygons. It reminded him 
of the breaking of a_ pane of 
glass, which will similarly crack 
in straight lines under pressure. 
rGlass, ice, frozen earth—in some 
way they were bound by the 
same physical laws. 

This land had once been under 
glacier. Under its centuries-long 
frozen bondage, the earth had 
become hard and brittle as glass.

How Can ge

Q. How can I clean an oll 
painting that has become very 
dirty? 

_A. Make a thin paste of raw 
potatoes and clear water. Add 
some fine pumice stone and rub 
on the painting very gently with 
a sponge, Then wipe with a clean 
cloth and clear water. After the 
surface is dry, a coat of ‘clear 
varnish is sometimes applied. 


Q. How can I test the purity 
of air in a room? : 

A. Pour some lime water into 
a glass. If a thin, white scum 
forms on top, there is an excess 
of carbonic acid in the air and 
a need of more ventilation. 


Q. How can I clean aluminum 
vessels that. have become discol- 
ored? 

A. By rubbing with a cloth 
dipped in lemén juice. Rinse in 
Waré) water. 


Q. How can I make a recipe 
and household hint file, more 
practical than the ordinary scrap- 

A. Buy a quantity of small 
3x5 cards at any stationery 
store. Each recipe or household 
Suggestion can be pasted on a 
card and then filed alphabetical- 
ly. Many readers of this column 
are preserving these suggestions 
in this manner. 


Q. How can I clean diamond 
rings? 

A. Use a stiff brush and wash 
in soap and water, to. which a 
little household ammonia has 
been added. Then lay the stones 
in jewelers’ sawdust until dry, 
and polish with a chamois. 


Q. How can I prevent mold in 
the fruit closet? 

A. Place a can of lime in the 
fruit closet, or on the shelves 
with jellies and preserves. 

Q. How can I make a good 
duster? g 

A. An excellent duster can 
be made by using an old piece of 
flannel, dipping it in paraffin oil 
and letting it soak for several 
hours. Wring out tightly, then 
washffmepid water and let dry. 
It will gather’ .dust and give 
a)good polish to furniture and 
floors. 


Q. How can I thoroughly 
clean greens? 

A. Add a handful of salt to 
the second water when cleaning 
greens. This makes al) of the 
sand sink to the bottom of the 
pan. Another rinsing will make 
them thoroughly clean. 


Q. How can I make ent 
flowers last longer? 

A. They will last longer and 
keep fresher if a little camphor 
is added to the water; 


Q. How can I remove ink 
stairs from mahogany? 

A. Put 4 or 5 drops of nitre 
in a teaspoonful of water. Dip 
a feather in this solution and 
touch it to the stain. As soon 
as ink disappears rub immedi- 
ately with a cold wet cloth to 
avoid leaving a white spot. 


A FOUNTAIN PEN - CAP

barrel can be released by wrap- 
ping adhesive tape around both 
the barrel and the cap.
